Next, I went to Federal’s store 
at Wonderland and asked where I 
could buy an American flag; 
again I was told to go to the toy 
department. These two stores did 
not have American flags. 

Then, I went to Wonderland’s 
Montgomery Ward ; they sent me 
to the catalog department and I 
was told it would take two weeks 
to receive a catalog- ordered 
American flag. 


Now, if I had a friend who was a 
veteran who had passed away, it 
would take two weeks before his 
casket could be draped with an 
American flag 

So, Ward’s recommended I go 
to Gell's Sporting Goods, but 
they, too, told me the American 
flag is out of season. 

My next stop was Forest City 
next to Hudson’s Westland store; 
here I was told I could buy the 
flag but would also have to buy 
the pole with it. They would not 
sell the American flag alone. I 
told them I already had a pole 


and a 11 1 needed was an American 
flag since I had to burn my old, 
battered one. 

Finally, I went to J L Hudson’s 
and told one of the employees I 
wanted to buy an American flag 
and asked where I could get one 
in this store. 1 was told to go to the 
hardware department. At last I 
finally could buy an American 
flag — and not in a toy depart- 
ment! I even had the choice 
between a $20 and a $7.99 flag. 1 
chose to buy one of each. 

I am glad I was able to find an 
American flag in (he hardware 


department instead of the toy 
department. 1 could have bought 
a Taiwan shirt, Japanese camera 
or Korean basket, but not an 
American flag, in the other 
stores. 

I wouldn’t even mind it if the 
American flag was made in 
Taiwan, Japan, Korea, Germany 
or even Russia — as long as it 
was an American flag.

The much-needed widening of 
Wayne Road in Romulus moved a 
step closer to fulfillment last week 
as city council voted 6-1 to join 
county and federal agencies in the 
project. 

Councilman Gerry Canejo was the 
only one to vote against it. 

Romulus joined Wayne County 
and federal agencies in the three- 
phase, $3,238,000 widening of Wayne 
Road to five lanes from 1-94 to Van 
Born Road, the entrance to the city 
on the north. 

Last week’s Council vote gave 
approval for thee ity to enter Phase I 
of the program an expenditure of 
$18,800 to purchase the right-of-way 
from 1-94 to Wick Road. 

Based on approval for a Federal 
Aid Urban System Agreement 
(FAUS), the purchase of the right-

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of-way will be on a 60-40 percent 
basis, with Wayne County paying 60 
percent and Romulus 40 percent. 

Phase II is from Wick Road to 
Ecorse Road and Phase III is from 
Ecorse Road to Van Bom Road. 
Purchase of the right-of-way will 
cost Romulus $180,800 for Phase II 
and $200,000 for Phase III. 

Federal funds will pay $2,266,600, 
70 percent of the construction costs 
for the entire widening from 1-94 to 
Van Bora Romulus will pay 12 
percent of the entire construction 
costs, which amounts to $76,600 for 
Phase I, $156,000 for Phase II and 
$156,000 for Phase HI. 

Wayne County will pay 18 percent 
of construction casts for the three- 
phase project, or a total of $582,800. 

In asking Council for permission 
to join Wayne County and federal 
programs in getting Wayne Road 
widened. Mayor William Oakley 
asked council members for com- 
mittment to the entire three-phase 
project. 

“There’s no use just going part of 
the way,” he told council. “If we go 
into it at all, we should commit 
ourselves to the entire project or not 
at all.” 

He got strong support from the 
council, especially from Mrs. 
Beverly McAnally and Jimmie 
Raspberry, who both commented 
the Wayne Road widening was a 
long time in coming. 

Right-of-way acquisition could 
begin this year, according to Robert 
A. Larson, director of transportation 
for Wayne County Road Com- 
mission. 

Mayor Oakley was especially 
pleased to see the city’s par- 
ticipation in the project. 

“I’m happy the City Council has 
taken this first step of the Wayne 
Road widening project, a much- 
needed improvement,” he said. 

“If Romulus is to fulfill its 
potential as a prime industrial, 
commercial and residential area in 
Michigan, projects of this nature are 
of the utmost importance 

“I commend the Cbundl on its 
forsight in approving Phase I and 
indicating their commitment to the 
entire three-phase widening project 
from 1-94 to Van Born Road.”

Residency deadline okayed

City Council has finally agreed on 
a date that city employees must 
start residing in Romulus. 

At last week’s meeting the Council 
voted 5-2 to make the deadline Nov. 
14, 1978, one year to the date of 
Mayor William M. Oakley’s 
inauguration. 

Mary Carter made the motion and 
was supported by Ray Cantrell. 
Voting in agreement were Junior 
Block, Jimmie Raspberry and Mary 
Ann Banks. Beverly McAnally and 
Gerry Canejo cast dissenting votes. 

The residency requirement for 
city employees was tossed around 
by City Council for quite some time 


City decides to hold 
own auction May 13 


If you’re not able to take part in 
“the world’s largest garage sale”, 
you have to make other 
arrangements. 

That’s what the City of Romulus 
has done in planning an auction sale 
at 1 p.m. on Saturday, May 13. 

Mayor William Oakley had 
suggested the city sell some of its 
excess and outdated items in Detroit 
at what is called “the world’s 
biggest garage sale’’. 

However, when he asked City 
Council for direction in the matter, 
the council members favored a “do 
it yourself’ approach. They voted to 
have Romulus conduct its own 
auction and garage sale on May 13 at 
Romulus Fire Station No. 1, Bibbins 
at Shook. 

Everything from paper clips to 


fire engines will be auctioned off to 
the highest bidders. The auctioneer 
for the event will be Rollo Juckette, 
well-known in this part of Michigan 
for his selling of items at auctions. 

A partial list of items to be sold 
includes street signs. 13 cars and 
trucks, five calculators, Polaroid 
cameras, typewriters, office fur- 
niture and books. 

Also, snowblades, flanges, rings 
and parts, radios, vacuum cleaners, 
fire trucks, a Trojan endloader and 
many more items 
Neighboring communities have 
shown interest and will have some 
items in the auction and garage sale. 
Although most items will be auc- 
tioned off, some will be priced in 
garage-sale fashion

before the decision last week. Some 
observers, including some council 
members, felt its current en- 
forcement was politically 
motivated. 

Some even went so far as to say 
enforcement of the residency 
requirement was a way to “get 
back” at City Assessor David 
Krause. He lives outside the city and 
has become the target of 
dissatisfaction for many residents 
because of the recent tax 
reassessment. 

Others said that if people work in 
Romulus they should live here. 

After the resignation of Eugene 
Yagley from the Grants Department 
two weeks ago, there were only 
seven city employees not residing 
within the city limits. 

All of them told Council of their 
intentions in a closed-door hearing 
which Beverly McAnally called 
illegal and walked out on. 

In last week’s Roman, a story on 
the residency rule told of Aaron 
Jones, federal programs coor- 
dinator, also resigning his city post. 

He made it clear this week that his 
only reason for leaving Romulus 
was to accept a job with the City of 
Detroit. 

“An article in last week's 
Romulus Roman strongly suggested 
that I resigned the position of 
Federal Programs Coordinator for 
the City of Romulus because of the 
City Council’s residency or- 
dinance,” Jones said this week. 

“Nothing could be further from 
the truth. I made it very clear in a 
closed session with the Council that I 
agreed with the basic philosopy of 
municipal employees residing 
within the communities in which 
they are employed, and that I would 
establish a Romulus residence. 

“I also stated to the Council that I 
would not jeopardize my career or 


livelihood over such a frivilous 
issue.” 

Jones had declined to make an 
earlier statement on the residency 
requirement.

“I declined to make an earlier 
statement, because in my judgment 
my best interests would not be 
served by being a willing participant 


in the mental gymnastics being 
performed by well-known parties in 
the community,” Jones said. 

Jones said it was and is his 
position to stand alone in regards to 
this issue. 

“I care not to be directly or in- 
directly identified with any group or 
individual in regards to residency. 

“My decision to resign was based 
primarily on a lucrative offer from 
the City of Detroit. In this era of 
increased federal assistance to 
cities, persons who possess similar 
technical competencies and 
educational training are in 
tremendous demand,” Jones said. 

“It is coincidental that Detroit’s 
offer came at a time when the 
residency issue became a focal point 
of attention. 

“Leaving Romulus was not an 
easy decision,” said Jones, whose 
resignation took effect last Wed- 
nesday. 

“The majority of my experiences 
here were of a very positive nature. I 
was more than satisfied in my 
position of Federal Programs 
Director. 

“I would like to take this op- 
portunity to express my sincere 
appreciation to Mayor Oakley, city 
employees and various citizens for 
being so kind and warm during my 
tenure as a city employee,” Jones 
said.

“Our own 
trip to Lansing will be filled with 
individuals who want to get that 
message across, and we plan to do it 
again, better than ever before, this 
year.

Lack of consensus stalls transit package 



Discussing SEMTA 


Some $600 million in federal 
money allocated for public tran- 
sportation in the tri-county area 
remains untouched due to a lack of 
concensus among Southeast 
Michigan Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA) communities, according 
to Marvin Meltzer, SEMTA’s public 
affairs director 

Speaking before approximately 
two dozen Wayne County officials in 

Romulus recenUy, Meltzer said 
before any federal funds are 
released there must be a general 
concensus among SEMTA’s 15- 
member Board of Directors on a 
public transportation plan for the 
tri-county area of Wayne, Oakland 


and Macomb counties 

The issue was critical at the time 
of the KomuliF meeting due to 
Oakland County’s threat to pull out 
of SEMTA However, a meeting 
between Gov. William Milliken, 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young and 
Dan Murphy, chief executive of 
Oakland County, seemed to resolve 
differences that caused Oakland 
commissioners to want to pull out of 
SEMTA. 

Mayor William M. Oakley, who 
hosted the meeting at which Meltzer 
spoke, credited a resolution adopted 
by the Wayne County officials as 
possibly helping Oakland County 


commissioners to have change of 
heart 

“We adopted a resolution at our 
meeting which strongly urged 
Oakland to stay in SEMTA, since 
their pullout would destroy the 
balance of power on the SEMTA 
board between out-county and 
Detroit representatives,” Oakley 
said. 

The SEMTA board currently 
consists of 15 members, five from 
Detroit, three from Wayne County 
three from Oakland, three from 
Macomb County and two from the 
outlying counties. 

The concensus needed to tap into 
the $600 million is in jeopardy, ac- 
cording to Mayor Oakley “because 
many communities, including 
Romulus, believe they are being 
overlooked when SEMTA 
establishes public transportation 
services and jriorities.” 

“We have heard SEMTA officials, 
time and again, state that Romulus 
is high on their priority list, yet we 
continue to be by-passed and the 
public transportation needs of our 
citizens, especially the elderly and 
handicapped, overlooked,” Oakley 
continued. “For this reason I am 
also pursuing other alternatives, 
including runningour own system or 
hooking in with other regional 
systems.” 


Several officials present indicated 
that another cause of di scord among 
the SEMTA membership had been 
due to Mayor Young’s insistence on 
a subway system for Detroit as part 
of theoverall regional plan. This has 
been reflected in Lansing, where a 
multi-faceted transportation 
package is languishing because 
many legislators are not convinced 
of the necessity of a Detroit subway 

That packagea iso would affect the 
disbursement of the $600 million, 
since another string attached is a 
federal and state mix of 80- 20 
percent funding 

Young’s proposed subway would 
cost approximately $12 billion, well 
in excess of the $600 million 
allocated for the entire area. 

Meltzer concluded his presen 
tation by announcing that a 
preliminary report will be given in 
July and a final transportation plan 
formed by the end of this year. 

In other business, the group 
agreed to elect officers at their next 
meeting to be held at the Allen Park 
City Hall on May 10 and to establish 
an agenda for the coming year.

In a new program called “Good 
Bears of the World”, Fire Chief John 
Wilhide and his 56-man volunteer 
firefighting crew donate teddy bears 
to patients at local burn centers. 

“We bought teddy bears for the 
Ann Arbor Burn Center at 
University of Michigan Hospital and 
also sent them to St. Joseph Hospital 
in Ann Arbor,” Wilhide said. 

Each of the four fire stations in 
Romulus took part in the venture 
and each received a letter thanking 
them for their generosity. The letter 
expressed the hope that other area 
fire departments would get involved 
in the “Good Bears” program. 

Wilhide said the teddy bears are 
sterilized and put in a plastic bag 
before they’re given to burn victims. 
This is done to avoid the possibility 
of infection.

Wilhide said a local Romulus 
woman started the program but 
wants to remain anonymous 

“She feels some might think she’s 
doing it for the publicity,” the fire 
chief said in honoring her wish to 
remain unidentified 

“She does a really great job 
though, and we appreciate what 
she’s done to get us involved in the 
program.” 

The local woman got involved in 
the program a few months back and 
approached Wilhide for his help. 

“It’s been very rewarding to all 
the fellows in the fire department 
and they have worked hard to make 
it a success*” Wilhide said. 

For their efforts, the local fire 
fighters received a letter from the 
headquarters of Good Bears of the 


Word in Honolulu, Hawaii. Jim 
Ownby, chairman of the group, 
expressed his gratitude for 
Romulus’ participation in the 
program.

To protect inland lakes 

County official backs pollution discharge ban 


We hope that this policy will preclude the continued 
operation of inland treatment plants... ' 


The engineering director for the 
Wayne County Board of Public 
Works has endorsed a proposed 
regional water quality management 
plan that calls on the state to 
prohibit discharge of pollutants into 
inland lakes and streams 

Duane R. Egeland spoke at a 
hearing, sponsored by the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG) April 18, in the City- 
County Building auditorium 

“Had the SEMCOG policy been in 
effect two years ago, it would have 
prevented the pollution of the 
precious recreational waters of 
Belleville Lake and the Huron River 
that continues to this day,” Egeland 
told the hearing Belleville Lake 
almost certainly would not be closed 
to swimming, as it was last sum- 
mer ” 

Egeland said the SEMCOG report 
indicates that the sewage treatment 
plants at Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti 


“apear to be the source of the 
Belleville Lake pollution.” 

He described the decision by the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources <DNR) and the US. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
‘EPA) to permit continued 
operation and expansion of the two 
plants in Washtenaw County as “a 
disastrous mistake.” 

“Those two plants are the only 
logical source of the pollution that 
has degraded Belleville Lake.” he 


said, predicting: “The degraduation 
of Belleville Lake and the lower 
Huron River will accelerate when 
those two plants reach their 
maximum designed capacity in less 
than 20 years.” 

The proposed SEMCOG policy 
contained in the seven-county 
regional agency's tentative Water 
Quality Management Plan, calls on 
the state to prohibit sewage treat 
ment plant discharge into inland 
lakes and streams unless it can be 
demonstrated that the discharge 


will not have a detrimental effect on 
the water quality. 

Egeland urged that the policy be 
made even stronger by demanding 
that it be “conclusively” demon- 
strated that water quality will not be 
degraded 

“We hope that this policy will 
preclude the continued operation of 
inland treatment plants which 
discharge into the Middle Rouge 
River system,” he added 

Egeland cited a section of the 


SEMCOG water quality plant which 
reported that Ford and Belleville 
lakes down stream from Ann Arbor 
and Ypsilanti were surveyed by 
SEMCOG on nine occasions 

The SEMCOG report described 
the Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti plants 
and the Ypsilianti Community 
Utilities Authority as “probable 
significant sources” of nutrients 
which promote lake-choking algae 
growth 

Referring to the EPA’s approval 


of the two plants, the SEMCOG 
report stated 


“As a result of this decision, the 
algal and nutrient problems in Ford 
l^ike and lake Belleville will not 
improve ” 


Egeland told the hearing that the 
proposed SEMCOG call for State 
prohibition of the pollutant 
discharge into inland lakes and 
streams “is consistent with the 
sound principles of wastewater 
management that have guided our 
agency’s planning at the Huron 
Valley Wastewater Control 
System ’’

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Editorial opinions 


One of the major problems Michigan 
witnessed during the recent PBB crisis 
was the lack of coordination and unity that 
existed in our government’s approach to 
identifying the crisis and finding a solution 
for it. The lack erf coordination was ap- 
parent in the relationship between the 
Governor and the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture. 

In January. I introduced legislation that 
would not only require accountability on 
the part of the Director of Agriculture, but 
would help bring about better and faster 
solutions to any future crises of this 
nature. Specifically, this legislation would 
give the Governor power to appoint the 
Director of Agriculture and would require 
Senate confirmation of that appointment. 

Presently the Governor is required to 
appoint members of the Michigan 
Agriculture Commission consisting of five 
members, all of whom are subjected to 
Senate confirmation. The Agriculture 
Commission is then responsible for ap- 


pointing the Director of Agriculture who 
serves at the pleasure of the Commission. 

This situation has failed to provide any 
accountability to the people of Michigan. 
Furthermore, it has tied the hands of those 
people who are elected to serve you and 
who are responsible for protecting the 
interests of the state and its citizens. 

Senate Bills 1258 would not only retain 
the Governor’s authority to appoint the 
members of the Agriculture Commission, 
but would require the Governor to appoint 
the Director of Agriculture, subject to 
Senate confirmation. 

By giving t he Governor.power to appoint 
the Director of Agriculture, the Director 
would serve at the pleasure of the 
Governor. In situation such as the PBB 
crisis, the Director would be directly 
accountable to the Governor and could be 
removed from office if the Governor 
determined that the best interests of the 
state were not being protected. 


Additionally, Senate confirmation of 
that appointment would assure that any 
appointee recommended by the Governor 
is qualified to assume the post. Senate 
confirmation would eliminate any remote 
possibility that the Governor could appoint 
an individual as a political favor without 
adequate consideration of their 
qualifications. 

During the most crucial period of the 
PBB crisis, there was confusion, 
dissension and an obvious disregard for 
citizens by state officials. The 79th 
Legislature has achieved relative success 
in making government and elected of- 
ficials more responsible to the people. 
Accountability must now be required of 
appointed state officials.

Dam good idea 


‘ Van Buren Township was elated 
with the news this week that it will 
receive a federal grant of $31,000 for a 
study of Edison Dam. 

And approval of the money to 
research the dam as a power source is 
a harbinger of good things to come. 

In addition to the valuable grant, 
other steps are being taken to rid 
Belleville Lake (nee Edison Lake) of 
its recreation-stifling, business-killing 
pollution. 

State Majority Leader William 
Faust has notified local officials that 
the University of Michigan will con- 
duct an 18-month study of the 
recreational body of water that will 
cost $271,300. Included in the study will 
be regular sampling of the lake as well 1 
as creating a computer model to 
simulate the conditions of Belleville 
Lake at any given time on any given 
day. 

We feel this is a step in the right 
direction - but only a step. Constant 
vigilance of the lake is vital if it is to 
remain a tourist attraction as well as 
recreational facility for our citizens. 

After all, the lake does belong to Van 
Buren Township. The citizens of 
Belleville, which borders the southern 
edge of the water, also have a vested 
interest in its purity. 

Adding his influence to the scene is 
newly-appointed County Com- 


missioner R. William Joyner, whose 
district includes the communities 
surrounding Belleville Lake. 

Joyner has only been serving a short 
time but has made his presence known 
in several areas of interest on behalf of 
his constituents. This includes support 
of Faust’s efforts to get the Dept, of 
Natural Resources to constantly 
monitor the lake for pollutants. 

However, we feel that Van Buren 
Clerk Doreen Craven’s resolution, 
passed by the Township Board, is the 
best idea so far. 

The resolution calls for the 
Washtenaw and Wayne County Health 
Departments to begin immediate 
hourly testing on a 24-hour basis at all 
industrial facilities and municipal 
wastewater treatment plants bor- 
dering on Belleville Lake in Wayne 
County until such time as the source of 
pollution is located. 

All the foregoing is a sign of better 
things to come for Belleville Lake. But 
only if local residents and their elected 
representatives roll up their sleeves 
and say: “Stop polluting our lake!” 

We think Senator Faust put it best 
when he said, “I will do everything in 
my power to take these lakes from the 
polluters and return them to the 
citizens who love the lakes so dearly.” 

Every local resident should feel the 
same way.

Last week’s decision by the 
Romulus City Council to join with 
county and federal agencies to widen 
Wayne Road from 1-94 to Van Bom is a 
positive step toward bringing the city 
much closer to realizing its full 
potential.

Editor's Log 

Corporate conscience 
also lacking

Last week in this column I discussed the 
apparent contradiction that existed bet- 
ween theUAW’s position on plant closings 
and company boycotts. 

A recent issue of Solidarity’ magazine, 
theUAW’s vehicle for communication with 
its membership, contained a well written 
piece on the trauma that workers ex- 
perienced when they were the victims of a 
plant closing. On the back page of that 
same issue was a plea to U AW members to 
boycott a long list of companies that were 
not responsive to theUAW’s organization 
attempts. 

I felt that the obvious connection bet- 
ween the plant closings and the plant 
boycotts should be m ade . That is not to say 
that business and industry are not above 
criticism regarding their treatment of 
workers. Quite possibly, the existence of 
the U AW is testimony to the fact that some 
employers have been reluctant to provide 
workers with even the most basic human 
needs 

While the record books abound with 
examples of corporate callousness, it 
would be impossible to even adequately 
begin the list within the confines of this 
space. But one recent example, affecting 
local people, is provided below'. Equal 
time, as it were, for all of the labor unions 
who have promoted the welfare of this 
nation’s workers. 

‘ Paul Johnson, age 25, was successfully 
pursuing his chosen career in earth 
sciences in Nebraska. 

At this point in time, the field that 
Johnson had chosen for himself was ex- 
periencing a mini-boom with many of the 
larger U.S. corporations making the 
decision to become involved. That being 
the case, many of those corporations 
began a raid on their fellow companies in 
order to find qualified people to man their 
new departments. 

Johnson, along with many of his co- 


workers, soon found himself with several 
job offers from some of these companies 
just entering the new business arena. 
Johnson’s best offer came from the Bendix 
Corporation’s division in Ann Arbor. 

Johnson can be considered a typical 
American with the traditional view that 
hard work work will be rewarded. He 
accepted the Bendix offer, moved his 
family to Michigan, and finally located in 
Westland. 

The new job was a stimulating 
challenge. With his youthful vigor, and eye 
toward advancement, Johnson plunged 
into his new work. 

Within the newly-formed department, 
Johnson was joined by other faces new to 
the company, as well as some seasoned 
corporate veterans. 

The company had spared little expense 
in its effort to get into the new potential 
markets, and the people that were to make 
up the new department were considered to 
be some of the best. 

Because the department was small and 
dealt with a specialized science, the 
members felt a common bond and even- 
tually formed a close working group, 
representing more than 50 years of 
combined experience in their specialties. 

With the passage of time, the bright 
future predicted for the new department 
dwindled to a mere hope of continuing 
existence. 

The Bendix division was apparently 
unable to effectively m anage the potential 
of the new science, and more and more of 
the work was being done by Bendix 
competitors. 

Following five years of Bendix em- 
ployment and unknown by Johnson, the 
company made the decision to get out of 
the earth science business. 

While members of Johnson’s depart- 
ment had faced the reality of the declining 
orders, the prospect of layoff had always 


seemed to be remote. Besides, company 
policy provided for severance pay in the 
event that employees were letout. 

But, a large coporation that makes the 
rules, can certainly change the rules, and 
Bendix proceeded to do jiEt that. 

In February of 1978, the corporation 
made the announcement that the policy 
covering severance pay was to be 
changed. 

In the future, any employee who was a 
part of a group that was either sold or 
transferred to another company would no 
longer be eligible for severance pay. 

Two weeks later, the Bendix division 
announced that Johnson’s department 
would be transferred to another company, 
and any employee who refused to transfer 
with the department would have to quit, 
thereby sacrificing his severance pay, and 
also his right to collect unemployment 
benefits. The policy change had saved the 
coporation more than $25,000. 

In defense of the Bendix Coporation, it 
could be argued that it did not have to 
provide anyone with severance pay, but it 
was not Johnson that sought them, it was 
Bendix that had sought Johnson And, a 
part of the enticement Johnson felt for the 
Bendix offer, had been based on the 
benefits package that Bendix boasted of, 
containing the severance pay clause. 

To many, the image of unionism strikes 
fear in the heart. To others, unionism 
represents the salvation of the working 
man. The truth probably lies somewhere 
in between. 

Unions, not unlike large corporations, 
are neither all bad nor all good. And the 
image represented by either is generally 
in the experienced eye of the beholder. 

But, as long as there are people in either 
unions or corporations who feel that people 
should be manipulated, neither institution 
will gain the respect they so ardently 
strive for.

Every once in a while something hap- 
pens or an utterance is made by somebodv 
in the limelight that makes one wonder if 
he is on the right planet 

Case inpoint: A young black basketball 
player, a star in his Detroit high school, 
enrolls at Michigan Stage University and 
is instrumental as a freshman in leading 
that school to its first Big Ten cham- 
pionship in many years. 

The yoing man is acknowledged nation- 
wide as being an outstanding athlete, one 
of the best players to come along in years, 
and with almost unlimited potential in the 
next few years. 

As is the case with other sixers tars, he 
finds that his fame has earned him an 
opportunity to play in the professional 
ranks for a lot of money, more than he 
could ever dream of making in any 
profession after his graduation, should he 
decide to remain in school and earn a 
degree 

Under current basketball regulations, 
an athlete can apply for approval as a 
“hardship case", meaning that he can 
leave school and go directly into 
professional sports without continuing his 
education, if he meets certain economic 
requirements. 

This young man in questioned sports 
writers across the nation on pins and 
needles while they waited anxiously to see 
what he would do as the deadline to apply 
drew near. 

Would he apply and forsake his 
educational career for the huge sum of 
money that inevitably would come his 
way, or would he deign to continue his 
education? 

The deadline passed and the young cage 
star announced he would continue to at- 
tend MSU for at least another year. But — 
he also announced that he had been made 
an offer by a professional basketball team 
of $1.5 million in a multi-year contract 
which he had turned down. 

Why did this young black superstar 
decide not to go pro? To finish school and 
get that coveted degree for moral and 
ethical reasons? Absolutely not! 

He told one and all that the $1.5 million 
figure was 4 too low" and that he would 
wait another year. 

What has this nation come to that a 
young man, who when he graduates can 


begin working at $14, 000 to $15, 000 a year in 
his chosen field if he is lucky, chooses to 
turn down an annual salary of several 
hundred thousand dollars? Keep in mind 
that basketball players only perform for 
about a ha If of la year on the pro circuit . 

One of the leading sports commentators 
on radio and television in Detroit said he 
would not blame the young athlete if he 
chose to follow a professional career and 
forsake his education now. He said he 
could always come back a few years later 
and get the degree. 

That latter action would be un- 
derstandable. But, the young man’s reason 
of not enough money is preposterous! 

Before going to MSU, this athlete could 
not have earned much more than $3 per 
hour at part-time jobs while going to high 
school. For him not to look down his nose 
at the astronomical $15 million smacks of 
downright ignorance and ingratitude for 
the cards which life is dealing him in the 
prime of his life. 

Thousands of young men across the 
nation would have figuratively given their 
right arm for such an opportunity. 
Evidently, this particular teenager has 
learned the meaning of the word “greed" 
early in life. 

This man, Earvin Johnson, could learn a 
lot from another member of his own race, 
John Long, an outstanding senior member 
of the University of Detroit basketball 
team. 

Long was a star in high school in 
Romulus and then went on to become one 
of the nation’s leading scorers and one of 
the mainstays of the U of D Titans. 

Although a top eager, Long is not con- 
sidered in the same league with Johnson, 
who many proclaim to be on the fringe of 
superstardom. Whether Long could have 
turned pro before leaving college is 
questionable. He decided to pursue his 
education. That decision is to his credit. 

Had Johnson chosen to turn pro, that 
decision would a Iso have been to his credit. 
His disdain of the pro offer made to him is 
not. 

It would seem that Johnson, while 
possibly a better basketball player than 
Long, could learn a lot from the Titan star 
in' the way to commonsense and ap- 
preciation of how to best use that which the 
good Lord has given him.

Homemaker Service 

retains family set-up

Many households have found it 
neccessary to seek temporary 
outside assistance in order to 
maintain the family structure 
during a time of ill health. 
HomemakerServiceof Metropolitan 
Detroit is an excellent source of help 
for our elderly and disabled when 
that need arises. Organized in 1965, 
the service is available to residents 
of Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties. 

Homemaker Service is geared to 
provide temporary assistance to (1) 
families whose lives are disrupted 
by hospitalization, illness, death or 
desertion of the mother or other 
adult in the household, (2) mothers 
who need temporary relief from the 


care of a retarded or d sturbed child 
in the home, (3) fathers, or other 
employed adults who need tem- 
porary care and supervision of their 
children while they are at work, (4) 
aged, ill or disabled individuals who 
need temporary, competent help to 
allow them to remain in their homes, 
among familiar surroundings, and 
(5) social servipe agencies who need 
outside help in working out the 
household problems of families 
under their care. 

For the aged, this service could be 
invaluable in helping the elderly 
person remain at home, or at least 
prolong the time when a nursing 
home might become neccessary. 
Although Homemakers are not 


domestic workers, they do light 
housekeeping such as making beds, 
washing dishes, light laundry and 
prepa ration of meals. They also are 
trained to provide personal (non- 
nursing t care Each Homemaker 
has had special training to prepare 
her for her work, and is carefully 
supervised by a social worker. 

Homemaker Service is available 
Monday through Friday for either a 
few hours a day or week, or full- 
time, depending on need. For those 
in the Detroit Metropilitan area, 
application for service can be made 
Monday through Friday between 
8:30 a m. and 5:00 p.m. by calling 
833-0635 Requests can be made by 
anyone familiar with the family or 


individual needs. A social worker 
will then call on the family or in- 
dividual to assess those needs. The 
cost of the service depends on the 
ability to pay. 

The Homemaker Service of 
Metropolitan Detroit is a member of 
United Community Services

Medicare Part A: Hospitalization protection 


(This is reprinted as a public 
service by Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan, with permission 
of Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Indiana.) 

(Third in a Series) 

During the past year, about a third 
of the Medicare recipients in 
Michigan went into the hospital. 
Some stayed only a few days. 
Others stayed much longer. 

But they all paid the same 
minimum charge— $144 (effective 
Jan. 1, 1978)— whether they stayed 
three days or 60 days. The bulk of 
their hospital bill was paid by the 
federal government under Medicare 
Part A (hospitalization) protection. 

The $144 is called the Part A 
deductible. It is the amount the 
government expects all Medicare 
recipients to pay as their con- 
tribution toward their hospital care. 
In other words, under Medicare, you 
pay for the first $144 of your 
hospitalization. 

Once you’ve entered the hospital, 
you also have entered a time frame 
that the government calls a 
Medicare “benefit period.” This 
benefit period can last up to 90 days 
of hospitalization, and it 


automatically ends when you have 
not been hospitalized for at least 60 
days. Under Medicare, you can 
have almost any number of “benefit 
periods,” but you only become 
eligible for a new “benefit period” 
after you have remained out of the 
hospital and skilled nursing facility 
for a 60-day period. 

During a “benefit period,” you are 
allowed up to 60 days of full 
Medicare hospitalization protectior 
before the amount paid by the 
government begins to fall off. For 
example: Let’s say you have an 
operation and you a re in the hospital 
for a week before you go home. 
Then three weeks later, you have 
complications and ypu have to 
return to the hospital . Medicare will 
pay, in full, for this hospitalization 
and you will not have to pay that $144 
deductible again. 

However, if you have been home 
for three months and then had to 
return to the hospital, you will have 
started another benefit period and 
you will be required to pay the first 
$144 of your bill. 

Medicare pays only for those 
hospital services that are medically 
necessary It does not pay for such 


things as television, private nurses, 
personal comfort items or any other 
services that are not deemed 
reasonable or necessary for the 
treatment of your illness or injury 

Medicare hospital payments are 
based on a semi -private room rate 
with from two to four beds per room. 
If you want a private room, you’re 
responsible for paying the dif- 
ferences in charges. In some cases, 
a private room may be covered, if 
your doctor says it is medically 
necessary. 

Other hospital charges that 
Medicare will cover include all 
meals (including special diets), 
operating room charges, nursing 
service, any drugs furnished by the 
hospital, laboratory tests, X-ray and 
radiology services, necessary 
medical supplies and any medical 
appliances or equipment furnished 
by the hospital. This last item in- 
cludes such things as wheelchairs, 
crutches, braces, etc. Medicare also 
will pay for any medical social 
services required. 

Here is how your Medicare 
hospital bills are paid. You pay for 
the first $144, plus any “extras” you 
have ordered for your personal 
comfort. The hospital then sends a 


claim to Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Michigan It reviews the claim 
and once it is approved, a check is 
sent back to the hospital. BCBSM 
then notifies the federal government 
that your bill has been paid and the 
government repays BCBSM the 
amount, plus its cost for processing 
the claim. 

Every Medicare recipient has a 
measure of protection in case of a 
hospital stay that lasts longer than 
60days. However, the government’s 
financial contribution begins to drop 
after 60 days. From the 61st to 90th 
day of hospitalization, the govern- 
ment will pay all necessary charges 
except for $36 a day which is your 
share of the bill. 

So far, we have discussed your 
hospital coverage during the first 60 
days of your benefit period, but now 
let’s briefly discuss your Medicare 
protection in case of an extremely 
long-term hospitalization. 

^should you be unfortunate enough 
to spend more than 90 days in the 
hospital, you can start drawing upon 
your 60-day lifetime reserve 
protection, if you wish. Medicare 
recipients have only one lifetime 
reserve they can draw upon for help 



Week emphasizes 
spinal health care 


Michigan Spinal Health Care

attention on the importance of good 
posture habits and proper spinal 
care. 

May l through 7 w as named Spinal 
Health Care week by Gov. William 
Milliken in an executive declaration. 
He urged citizens to “take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to learn 
more about these potential (spinal) 
health problems and how to prevent 
them.” 

One way of doing that is to visit 
any of several locations throughout 
the area where chiropractors will be 
giving free spinal checks to 
youngsters. 

Among those participating is 
Joseph Bartell, director of the 
Chiropractic Life Center in 


Belleville He will be giving the free 
spinal check analyses tomorrow at 
Westland Center, located at the 
comer of Wayne and Warren roads 
in Westland. A booth w ill be set up in 
the mall to accommodate the ser- 
vice. Several other chiropractors 
from the Western Wayne County 
area also will be there giving the 
check ups. 

Chiropractors throughout 
Michigan will be providing the same 
service. The check up includes 
looking for symptoms that might 
indicate a spinal problem — 
shoulders that are not level, check of 
the legs, back muscle analysis and 
such. 

The governor’s declaration notes 
that early detection and correction 
of spinal health problems in children 
can prevent future suffering from 
poor health.

After considering these factors, 
decide on a make, model and year 
which suits your needs and budget.

If you are interested in a foreign- 
made car, be sure local repair shops 
service and carry the necessary 
parts for that car. By calling the toll- 
free federal Automobile Safety 
Hotline at 1-800-424-9393, you also 
can find out if a car has been 
recalled by the manufacturer. 

While there are many places to 
buy used cars, each has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. New 
car dealers often offer late-model 
cars, good service facilities, 
warranties and an established 
reputation, but the prices may be 
higher than other places. 

Independent used car lots usually 
offer competitive prices and are 
willing to accept trade-ins. But their 
car models may be older, their 
guarantees minimal and their 
service facilities lacking. To check 
the reputation of any used car lot in 
thestate, write the Dealer Licensing 
Division of the Secretary of State’s 
office at 3222 S. Logan, Lansing 48910 
or call (517 ) 373-9080. The division 
can tell you how long a dealership 
has been in business in the com- 
munity and whether there are 
complaints filed against it. 

Private sellers usually offer lower 
prices and are more willing to 
bargain. Most will accept only cash, 
guarantees are rare and you may be 
unknowingly buying a stolen car or 
one about to be repossessed. To 
guard against this, get the vehicle 
number from the car’s registration 
form. Ask local police to run a 
stolen-car check and contact the 
local Secretary of State’s office to 1 - 
see if there are any lenders’ names 
on the title

Thes parks include Metro Beach 
Metropark (740 acres) near Mt 
Gemens; Stoney Creek Metropark 
(3,990 acres) near Rochester and 
Utica; Marshbank Metropark (115 
acres) near Pontiac; Kensington 
Metropark (4,350 acres) near 
Milford; Hudson Mills (1,415 acres), 
Dexter-Huron (125 acres) and Delhi 
(45 acres), each near Ann Arbor; 
Lower Huron Metropark (1,200 
acres) near Belleville, Willow 
Metropark (1,525 acres) near New 
Boston and Oakwoods Metropark 
(1,770 acres) near Flat Rock The 
10 Metroparks include some 22,000 
acres, with 15.275 acres developed 
and have more than 10 million 
visitors a year. 


Huron-Clinton metroparks are 
located on water, such as a lake or 
stream — to provide water-related 
recreation and to enhance the en- 
joyment of picnicking, nature study, 
golf, scenic drives, fall color or 
winter sports Most citizens are less 
than an hour’s drive from their 
favorite metropark. 

One feature of the Huron-Ginton 
metropark system is that the in- 
dividual taxpayer has an out- 
standing system of parks at a very 
low cos.; many pay only $6 or less 
per year. A resident with a home 
value at $48,000, but assessed for tax 
purposes at $24,000 - pays just $6 per 
year (V 4 mill or 25 cents per $1,000 
upon each dollar of state equalized 
value of the property of the five- 
county region). 

In the general election of 
November 5, 1940, the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority was created 


to plan, build, maintain and operate 
a system of metroparks serving the 
citizens of Wayne, Livingston, 
Macomb, Oakland and Washtenaw 
counties It was on that date that 
electors of the five-county region 
voted 2 to 1 in favor of the authority 
and created one of the unique park 
systems in the country. 

The seven-member HCMA Board 
of Commissioners began work on 
May 15, 1941, the inital staff was 
hired in 1942 and the first metropark 
- Kensington - opened for public use 
in 1948. 


The governing body for the 
authority, under the act, is a seven- 
member Board of Commissioners. 
Two commissioners, who serve as 
representatives-at- large, are ap- 
pointed by the Governor of Michigan 
for a term of four years. Five 
commissioners, one each to 
represent the counties, are ap- 
pointed for a term of six years by the 
Board of Commissioners of the in- 
dividual counties and these 
representatives must reside in the 
counties they serve and represent.

“We urge you to oppose any ef- 
forts to weaken or repeal the limit on 
outside earned income when the 
House of Representatives takes up 
financial disclosure legislation this 
month,” said Carrie Young, Com- 
mon Cause Steering Committee 
coordinator in the 15th 
Congressional District. 

Her statements were submitted in 
a letter released last week. 

“If the income limit is repealed, 
the House will be totally abandoning 
the commitment made when it 
accepted its pay raise last year,” 
she added.

She added: “They should not be 
free to earn unlimited outside legal 
fees, honoria, and other com- 
pensation which could conflict with 
their professional responsibilities.” 

The House of Representatives was 
to consider House Bill 1, financial 
disclosure legislation, last week. At 
that time, an amendment was to be 
offered to repeal or seriously un- 
dermine the $8,625 limit on income 
member of Congress may earn

She urged citizens to write Ford 
explaining that extensive outside 
activities for pay a re bound to create 
actual or potential conflicts of in- 
terest.

Stress is not new, 
people just never used 
to discuss it openly, 
according to Dr. Robert 
Ward, Michigan State 
University family 
medicine professor.

This fast growing vine 
has brown, hairy stems 
with coiling tendrils and 
three-part, glossy green 
leaves with brown veins 
and hairy undersides. 

Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists suggest 
potting the grape ivy in 
a standard houseplant 
potting mix. Water 
when the soil surface 
dries to keep the soil 
around the roots 
moderately moist at all 
times. Be careful not to 
overwater — this will 
cause the leaves to 
yellow. 

The grape ivy grows 
best in the light near a 
sunny window, but it 
will survive in the light

A soup 'n sandwich picnic 


When spring fever hits you, look to your bike or go on a 
hike. It will do more to dispel cabin fever than the sulphur- 
molasses treatments of yore. 

After energetic biking or hiking, and to eliminate get- 
ting home for lunch, imagine sitting against a big shady 
tree and munching contentedly on a tasty lunch carried in 
your tote bag. There’s hearty Tomato-Bean Soup in a 
thermos, a Musenster Salami sandwich of hero-like 
porportions and taste and some Chocolate Chip Raisin 
Bars. 

• Soup’s on easily enough if you open two cans of con- 
densed soup, mix them with milk and heat For the sand- 
wiches, be prepared with good tasting sandwich fixings 
such as Muenster cheese that goes well with spicy salami, 
a flavorful rye bread and butter defly seasoned with 
mustard and onions.

Perkins ' Cake & Steak 



“You can’t have your cake and eat it, too” ... A 
cliche that was spoken some years ago, it’s not 
applicable when it comes to the Perkins Cake and 
Steak House, located at 501 S. Wayne Road in 
Westland. 

In 1953, two men — Ivan and Matt Perkins — 
decided that it wasn’t just an idea they had of 
making something different in the line of dining out 
at a restaurant with a family theme and with food of 
every type and description on the menu. 

The Perkins family, long established in 
Strongsville, Ohio, started with one restaurant and 
now have some 350 in operation in 30 states coast-to- 
coast, with another 40 planned to open this year. 
Although there are only four in the State of 
Michigan, others are planned. And with all Perkins’ 
restaurants, they are franchised, owned in- 
dividually. 

To insure the standards of high quality food 
products and yet keep the costs down to the in- 
dividual diner, Perkins owns and operates their own 
flour mills and make all their own syrups, which 
then are sold to the individually owned houses. 

In Westland, the Perkins Cake and Steak is owned 
and run by Nick and Karen Moran, who live in 
Plymouth with their two boys — Chris, 7, and 
Weston, 5 — who both have a desire to join in the 
family business with their parents. 

Nick, 37, is a handsome man and of a genuine en- 
thusiasm both for the business and his desire to 
serve people . . . Nick could be described as a 
“people person” since in the time I spent learning 
about his business, he talked of his “regular” 
customers, as well as “liking people”. 

Bom and raised in Wisconsin, after high school, 
Nick joined the Air Force and served four years 
from 1959 to 1963 in Athens, Greece, and France. 
After returning home, Nick decided to go to college 
and graduated from the University of Wisconsin in 
1967 with a master’s degree in English. 

As the editor of the school paper in college he 
thought he might explore the various career op- 
portunities open with his background. Nick became 
a teacher in Medina, Wis., and eas at the senior high 
school for 3*6 years. He decided that he should move 
on and try something new in life so in 1967 he joined 
the Oscar Meyer Corp. as a food service and retail 
supervisor in upstate New York. 

Nick later flew from New York to Westland, liked 
the area and believed a strong potential was there 
for this type of operation. And after some con- 
sideration on a location, he built and opened the 
Perkins Restaurant in 1976. 

Nick has some nine cooks and four full-time 
managers whom he personally has trained in the 
food preparation business. Karen serves as the head 
hostess and trains all the waitresses, of which there 
presently are some 15 on staff. With warming 
weather coming, the staff will be increased to about 
35 to allow for vacations and a heavier volume of 
business that the nicer weather brings. 

In order to get the best dollar value for fresh foods 
that are purchased, Nick follows the Wall Street 
Journal religiously and so far, it has proven very 
successful in holding down the cost for the 
customer. 

Nick feels that he gets good community support 
as evidenced in the 4,500 to 5,000 customers a week, 
with some 700 on Saturday and 900 on Sunday. The 
volume of “every day” customers also is growing. 
Nick is quick to point out that Perkins is not a “fast 
food” type operation. Food is prepared in a sit-down 
style, catering to families of all sizes . . . including a 
family of 14 that comes in once a month for either a 
family breakfast after church or a dinner in the 


evening. Another regular type of customer is a 
group of factory workers who get off work at 5 a m. 
and have a steak dinner at least twice a week at that 
time of the morning . . . 

In an average week, the amount of food served is 
quite staggering to the imagination ... 900 pancakes 
(about 50 gallons of homemade batter with fresh 
butter and eggs) ... 30 pounds of T-bones ... 20 
pounds of New York strips ... 40 pounds of liver . . . 
30 pounds of ribs ... 200 of the popular ham and 
cheese omelettes to . . . and more than 100 pounds of 
ocean perch for the special dinner on Friday nights. 

Nick changes the special, that’s served from 11 
a m. to 10 p.m., everyday. There are 12 current 
varieties, to be expanded in the near future, and 
carry-out orders are available on all menu items. 

The decor at Perkins is richly done in a colonial 
style, both inside and outside. The ceilings are 
accoustical for minimum noise level, with easy 
listening music “piped” in. The booths are 
cushioned in a royal blue color, and the tables and 
chairs are in the wooden colonial style. The car- 
peting is done in green and gold with crestlike effect 
in the pattern. The chandeliers are of the wagon 
wheel style with lanterns at each spoke end. There 
is a room divider down the middle of the dining 
area, nicely done to afford privacy with an open 
feeling. The windows are done in a diamond grid 
effect, and various hanging plants give the dining 
room a homelike atmosphere. 

The kitchen area is immaculate, with a pass 
through from the cooking area to the waitress 
station featuring a French masert roof over the 
entire area. Heat lamps are on the counter top to 
insure a piping hot meal from the cook to the 
waitress to the diner. 

The salad bar has many items, including lettuce, 
tomatoes, rings of green pepper and onion, chi chi 
beans, beets, croutons, macaroni salad, Greek 
Salad in sauce and a three-bean salad. Dressings 
include Italian, French, creamy garlic, roquefort 
and vinegar and oil. A revolving refrigerated 
dessert display is filled with cakes, pies, pastries 
and sweet rolls to intrigue not only adults but 
children as well. 

Local, as well as Detroit area newspapers, are 
there for the diner to read while having a meal, and 
of course, the Wall Street Journal . . . 

Most unusual is the Wayne-Westland Arts 
Association display of paintings that are for sale 
and are changed every two months or as they are 
sold. 

One of the most extensive menus I’ve ever seen, 
this one includes some 18 gourmet pancake items 
from $1.15 for a short stack of buttermilk pancakes 
to the potato roll-ups (potato cakes) wrapped 
around your choice of a meat (ham, corned beef, 
roast beef or turkey) filling for $2.35. Waffles range 
from a Perkins golden crisp at $1.35 to a double 
Perkins for $2.50, with everything in between, in- 
cluding strawberry, blueberry, apple, peach . . . 
Eggs and omelettes range from two eggs with three 
pancakes for $1.75 to a ham and cheese omelette for 
$2.55. With the dishes are a choice of pancakes, toast 
or grits. 

Steaks and dinners include beef liver at $2.95, fish 
and chips at $2.95, Perkins’ steak and shrimp at 
$5.75 to the T-bone at $6.95. With all dinners there is 
a choice of potato, soup or juice, salad bar, rolls and 
butter. 


Sandwiches range from the big Ole (shaved ham 
on a baked roll) with french fries and a pickle for 
$2.15 to the beefeater (open-faced steak) with 
french fries at $3.15. 

Side orders of mushrooms, fries, onion rings and 
others also are available, as are calorie counting 
items and a “Kid’s Comer”. Desserts include ice 
cream (50 cents) and cheesecake with fruit topping 
at $1.45. Beverages include soft drinks at 40 cents, 
tea, coffee and milk and others, as well as juices at 
35 cents.

Both 
came away from the prestigious 
Bedford Relays with impressive 
victories. 

Blaha, one of the finest distance 
runners in the state, was clocked in 
9:31.6 in winning the 2-mile run and 
seting a Bedford Relays record en 
route. The performance was also 
Rick’s lifetime best. 

The 18-year-old senior cfidn’t stop 
there - he came back and won the 
mile in record-setting fashion. 
Blaha's4:28.3for the mileset him up 
asthemantobeatinthestatefor the 
event. 

Mason came away with a gold 
medal for his 2:01.1 performance for 
the half-mile. 

"Both Blaha and Mason have 
accepted full-ride scholarships to

"They’re 
tough now and you can only 
speculatewhat they’re going to do in 
the future." 

Wayne finished fifth with 47 points 
at Bedford as Edsel Ford won the 
invitational with a total of 82 points. 

Ypsilanti was a close second and 
Tecumseh was third. 

Wayne also eceived a third place 
effort from Doug Tolson in the two 
mile and he also finished sixth in the 
mile. The Zebras’ mi le relay team of 
Tim Dean, Mark Michalowski, Roy 
Reges and Mason turned in a 3:33.0, 
their best time this season which 
was good for a third place. 

Romulus’ stellar high jumper 
Donald Grandison settled for third 
place as he cleared 6’4" after suc- 
cessfully negotiating 6’8” earlier in 
theweek in a meet against Dearborn 
Heights Annapolis. 

Coach A lWilkerson also had a pair 
of fifth place performances from 
Derron Cline, in the discus (127'8") 


and Larry Young, in the 220-yard 
dash(23.3). Gary Seracy placed 
sixth in the long jump w ith a 20’2V4 M 
performance. 

"1 think our kick are suffering 
from a mental letdown caused by a 
loss to Ypsilanti,” said Wilkerson. 
"We have had our highs and lows 
and we’re ready to lift ourselves 
from a valley.” 


Meanwhile, Wayne will get 
another look at Ypsilanti and a score 
of other area schools on Saturday 
when the Zebras host their annual 
invitational.

A young athlete 
is remembered

It was cold and windy last Saturday evening. 

And while most sought the comfort of their homes and the 
television sets, some 400 Plymouth and Canton residents attended a 
special track meet between two arch-rival high schools - Salem and 
Canton. 

The fans, along with the athletes, coaches and school officials 
were there for a good reason: in memory of a young athlete, Jeff 
Mangan, whose death a year ago shocked the community. 

The 17-year-old Salem track and wrestling star died after ap- 
parent complication of an appendectomy operation. 

"We have what we call a Jeff Mangan Memorial Track Trophy,” 
said Salem Coach Gary Balconi who knew Jeff as a junior high 
student, then coached him in high school. "This trophy is presented 
to the winner of the meet between our two schools. But there is a 
catch- each school must field both a boys’ as well as girls’ team and 
the final results are tabulated from the combined totals.” 

Balconi related that Jeff was known by athletes and students 
from both schools and was an outstanding prospect before his 
untimely death. 

"I taught Jeff when he was a sixth grader at Pioneer Middle 
School and watched him develop into a fine all-around athlete,” 
Balconi continued. "In high school he specialized in the quarter and 
half-mile events. Of course none of us ever thought, I guess we 
never do, that his life would be cut short.” 

Last year Mangan’s teammates and friends organized a car 
wash and the monies raised helped to purchase a 4 by 8 feet record 
board which is presently displayed at the school. There is a picture 
of the young athlete on the board and in letters inscribed: Jeff 
Mangan Memorial Record Board. 

Proceeds from the inaugural Mangan Memorial Track Meet 
went towards the purchase of more than $125 in track training 
films. This year’s proceeds, Balconi said, will help purchase 
equipment for the four teams. 

Philosophers say that as long as one is remembered in thought or 
word, he never really dies. 

If this is accepted, then the young athlete who was known and 
loved by so many, has eternal life.

And, on the same sport, but a different subject: anyone who has 
taken a group of young athletes to a tournament or invitational 
knows how difficult it is sometimes to get the necessary 
cooperation from the group. 

Sometimes these kids can get downright rowdy and destructive 
and this desk has been the recipient of many complaints about 
young athletes, "who’ll never make the trip again because of 
disciplinary reasons.” 

Consequently, it is like a breath of fresh air when we receive 
letters, intercepted at that, from hotel managers commending the 
activities of our local athletes. The following letter was sent to 
Romulus track coach A1 Wilkerson from Roy W. Johnston, 
manager of Big Rapids Motel. It reads: 

Dear Mr. Wilkerson, 

It gives me great pleasure to write this letter and compliment 
you on your team’s behavior while they were guests of the Big 
Rapids Motel. 

We see many athletes each year and it is always evident to our 
staff those that have good coaching leadership. Your young 
athletes were serious about their objectives and were model guests 
in both our restaurant and motel. 

We will look forward to a return visit next year. 

Keep up the good coaching. Our young people sure need good 
strong leadership these days. I am sure these visits away from 
home help to develop you people even more. 

Sincerely yours, Roy W. Johnston. 


And may we add it was nice of Mr. Johnston to take time out and 
write the complimentary letter. Many times hotel and motel 
managers take their guests for granted. 


Salem '9' 
takes 2 
from LF 

After being in the coach’s 
doghouse for what was labeled the 
worst performance in 11 years, 
Plymouth Salem returned to the 
good graces of Coach Brian Gillies 
after sweeping both ends of a 
doubleheader from Livonia 
Franklin. 

Salem unleased its awesome - the 
Rocks collected 21 hits in the two 
games - artillery to win the opener 6- 
3 behind Bruce Piper’s three-hitter 
and sealed the nightcap, 10-7, with 
Doug Holloway going five for the 
victory. 

"We did a complete turnaround,” 
Gillies said. "Against Wayne we 
looked horrendous • against 
Franklin we were a different team.” 

Franklin’s Ron Hellier pointed out 
that a play early in the first game 
resulted in an injury to veteran 
catcher and co-captain Jim Wilson 
and the Patriots didn’t look the same 
after the incident. 

Wilson was protecting the plate 
when Salem’s Dave Wilcox plowed 
into him. Wilson sustained a 
shoulder injury and will be sidelined 
for the week. 

Franklin got on the scoreboard in 
the first inning when Chris Baker 
doubled home Tim Kuzara who had 
singled to get on. Salem came back 
in the bottom of that inning for two 
runs, increased their margin by two 
in the third and held off the Patriots 
who struck for two in the fourth. In 
that fourth Ron Reeter led off with a 
homer, then Jeff Sergison singled 
and scored on Ron Schwab’s double. 

Piper, the winning pitcher, aided 
his cause with a double and two 
singles, driving home three runs. 
Bill Krai helped out with a pair of 
hits off of starter Daryl Watkins who 
worked the first three innings, gave 
up four runs and walked none. 

Salem erupted for nine runs in the 
second to salt away the second 
game. Holloway found himself going 
back to preserve his victory after he 
was relieved by Perry Sctrautz who 
gave up four runs in the sixth. 

Bob Waite helped to rout starter 
Chris Baker who had given up nine 
runs in the 1 2-3 innings on the 
mound. Baker gave way to Ken 
Webster who in turn was relieved by 
Jeff Aguzzi. Hellier also used Craig 
Jones in the sixth and seventh inning 
and the rugged lefthander struck out 
six and gave up one hit. 

"The game may have been a 
blessing in diguise as Jones showed 
he has the potential to pitch,” 
Hellier added. 

John Mazurek chalked up a double 
and single while Tom Hollandsworth 
carved out two singles in three trips 
for the Livonians. The defeat left the 
Patriots with an even .500 ( 4-4 over- 
all record), while Salem boosted its 
mark to 8-3 on the year. 

In the nightcap, Matt Etienne 
blasted a solo homer and a single 
and Sam Merrill laced a pair of hits 
while Waite had three for four.
